fifty-five miles west of Omaha, and the 
other at Carlin, four bundred and forty- 
five miles east of Sacramento. Oa the 
lst of February, the Central Pacific road 
had been extended to Elko, twenty- 
three miles east of Carlin, and, on the 
25th of February, to Wells, fifty-five 
miles east of ike. On the 24:h of 
March, the Union Pacific road had been 
extended to Ogden, eighty-five miles 
east of Evanston, and the Central road 
to Lueca, sevelty-four miles east of 
Wells, thus leaving a gapof only eighty- 
two miles to be filled in order to com- 
plete the two Pacific r&lroade, 

BLAIR-MISSOURI CASE. 


The Supreme Court of the United 
States to-day took up the case of Francis 
P. Blair, plaintiff in error, against the 
State of Missouri. The petitioner in this 
case offered to vote at an election in Mis- 
souri in 1866, but the Judges of Election 
refused bim the exercise of that right on 
the ground that he had not taken the 
oath of allegiance and loyalty, as pre- 
scribed by the constitution of Missouri. 
The petitioner, however, had txken the 
oath, with the exception of that part of 
it which was of aretrospective character. 
The question coming before the Supreme 
Court of Missouri, that tribunal decided 
that he was properly excluded from 
voting, he: not having taken the pre- 
scribed oath. The arguments of counsel 
were not concluded at the time of ad- 
jourpment. Montgomery Blair appeared 
the plaintilf.

Report of State Commissioner 
Bokum, 

A Card Giving Railroad Immi- 

gration Agents. 


From the Nashville Union and American.] 
REPORT UF COMMISSIONER BOKUM,. 


At a meeting of the State Board of 
Immigration, which was held yesterday 
at the capitol, it: was resolved that the 
papers of the city of Nashville be re- 
quested to publish the monthly report of 
the Commissioner, which is as follows: 

The efforts which have been made 
since my last monthly report for the de- 
velopnient of the resources of the State, 
and in which the duties of my office 
have required me to take part, are of 
great interest, butin the space of this 
report can refertothem but briefly. 
On the 18th of February, I took part in 
an immigration meeting in the town of 
Maryevilie, in Blount county. On the 
19ih, I attended a meeting held by the 
Iadustrial Association of Knoxville, or- 
ganized for the purpose of disseminating 
information concsrning all industrial 
subjects, and of enlisting business men 
and capitalists in the encouragement of 
home industry. On the 24ih, I attended 
the meetiug held at Chattanooga, in the 
interests of the navigation of the Ten- 
nesses river, 8 movement of such wide- 
reaching importance that immigration 
would share in the poweriul impuise 
which its success would give to every 
branch of industry. On the 25th, in the 
course of an excursion to Treuton, Gi., 
on the Wills Valley Railroad, I had an 
opportunity of acquainting myself, in 
some measure, With the important re- 
sults which the compietion of that rail- 
road will have wiih regard to the South- 
western portion of Tennessee, and es- 
peciaily with regard to Chattanooga. On 
the luth of March I visited the E:na 
Mines, in Marion couaty. On the 12th I 
addressed the citizens of the same county, 
at Jasper, op the subjectof immigration. 
On the 18th I visited Tracy City Mines, 
The somewhat thorough examination I 
have thus made, and what is intended to 
interest Capitalists as we!l as immigrants, 
I have published in a eeries of letters. 
On the 23d I visited Ca:tanooga, and 
took part in &@ movement which aims at 
the organization of an industrial assccia- 
tion similar to the one which has done 
so much goodin the city of Kuoxvilile. 
From the ex‘racis of my correspond- 
ence, which I hereby submit to you, it 
appears that I am beginning to gather 
some of the fruits of my labors, A num- 
ber of those with whom I bave corres- 
ponded have come to this State, and 
many others are preparing to come this 
spring. la my lest report [ refer to the 
fact that the immigrants who have come 
to Middie Tennessee have been greatly 
influenced by the energetic lavors of in- 
dividuals, but the preference given to 
Middle Tennessee is also owing to the 
fact that those immigrants come princl- 
pally from the Wes‘ern States, and that 
the journey to Middle Teunossee is less 
expensive than that to East Tennessee, 
There has been little disposition shown 
to emigrate to West Tennessee, because 
the impression extensively prevails that 
society is less settied there than in the 
two other sections of the State. I hseve 
used every means in my power to cor. 
rect misappreb whenever I found 
them to exist. It ought to be kept in 
miod, however, that an increase of pop- 
ulation in one part of the State is bene- 
fiting the whole State, not only because 
it increases its revenue, but also because 
those immigrants, when once in Tennes- 
see, become familiar with the resources 
of other counties, to which immigration 
ought to be directed. 

From the Genera! Land Office a decu- 
ment has been received stating that in a

each State in the Union is to be made, 
and that an alcove in this cabinet is to 
be assigned to Tennessee. I bave pre- 
ared a circular on this subject, which, 
f approved by the Board, I propose to 


inviting their co-operation in so impor-

immigration, is bikely to draw to the 

South a great number of visitors. 

The co-operation of individuals, with- 

out regard to political d:{frences, for the 

purpose of advancing the material inter- 

ests of the State, is silently but effec- 

tually laying the foundation for that 

spirit of harmony which the State so 

much needs. The tims may 890n come 

when the antagonisms which for so long 

a time have interfered with the pros- 

reri y of the State will exist no more. 

I have endeavored to co-operate with 

respectable inuividuals and societies in- 

terestsd in the cause of immigration as 

far as could be rightfully expected in my 

position as agent of a Board of the State. | 
In conclusion, I cannot bat refer with 

regret to the fact that the General As- 

sembly have declined making an appro- 

priation lor the objects recommended by 

the Board in pursuance of the sugges- 

tions contained in our annual report. I- 
still am persuaded that these recommen- 
dations are deserving of attention. It is 
dificalt to appreciate sufficiently the 
va'ue of immigration whicb is now com- 
ing to this State from the North; they 
ara farmers with their improved imple- 
m2nts of agricuiture and their habits of 
tnuought, manufactures, and who furnish 
us at our doors With many of the arti- 
cles which we have been compelled to 
obtain from the North, and many others 
engaged in the mechanical arte. 

Yet to acertain extent the Northern 
immigration is but a change of residence 
on the part of Northern men from the 
North to the South. We need an ac- 
cession from Europs, such as has given 
to the Northwest much of its present 
power and greatness, and this population 
can only be obtained by placing an 
agent in Europe, who, in connection 
with an agent in the city of New York, 
will direct a portion of the current of 
that immigrant population to the State 
of Tennessee. 

Tie General Assembly of Georgia’ 
has appropriated $10,000 to the cause of 
immigration, and have elected one com- 
missioner for the State of Georgia, and 
apother for Europe.
